“The Colby College Alumnus pub- 
lished a typically forthright ad- 
dress by U.S. Supreme Court 
Justice William O. Douglas. Mr. 
Justice Douglas urged the ex- 
ploitation of our ideological assets. 


At a time when Berlin’s shadow, 
and all that is symbolized by it, 
darkens the Western world, the 
Douglas admonishment is more 
apropos. The true hallmark of this 
country, he said at Colby, is to 
be found in our political traditions. 
“These,” he said, “not our trac- 
tors, refrigerators, and bathtubs, 
make us distinguished among 
nations.” 


“It has seemed, however,” he 
continued, ‘“‘that we have been 
possessed with the idea that if we 
fill underdeveloped nations with 
refrigerators, bathtubs and trac- 
tors the battle against communism 
will somehow be won. The results 
have been tragic. Our bathtubs 
have been used in Asia’s villages 
to store grain. The men who can 
read the manual that goes with 
tractors and refrigerators can also 
read the Communist Manifesto. As 
a matter of fact, there is nothing 
ideological about the Industrial 
Revolution. Russia has used it for 
her purposes as well as we have 
for our purpose.” 


Real Symbol 


Justice Douglas says the Bill 
of Rights is our real symbol. 


““The difference in the two 
groups that contend for the hearts 
and minds of people across the 
world is in the spiritual, not the 
material, world,”’ he said. “The 
great advantage is ours, if we 
will exploit it. The advantage is 
in the principles and ideals of our 
democratic society. Yet we have 
so neglected this vital difference 
between freedom and communism 
that our foreign officers who are 
briefed for duty abroad are never 
briefed on the Bill of Rights.” 


Justice Douglas declared that 
the reasons why we did foolish 
and wasteful things in former aid 
programs was because “the Pen- 
tagon with its 40 billions a year 
dominated our thinking.’ Another 
reason was, he said, that we had 
so far forsaken the principles of 
our own Declaration of Independ- 
ence in our attitudes toward na- 
tions under Colonial regimes that 
until the March 15, 1961, vote on 
the side of the people of Angola, 
“the peoples of the world were 
beginning to think that the Decla- 
ration of Independence was a So- 
viet document.” 


The Result 
What was the result? 


“Since World War II,” said the 
justice, ‘“‘we have been fighting 
communism abroad with planes, 
bombs, guns and dollars. The 
Marshall Plan worked wonders in 
Europe ... but Europe had the 
foundation for viable democratic 
systems. The underdeveloped na- 
tions were not democratic. They 
were tribal, familial, feudal. . . . 
The billions we sent to Asia, the 
Middle East, and Africa, did not 
build schools or hospitals, but 
inilitary bases, army barracks, 
and a few factories....” 


It was a hard-hitting speech. It 
reminds us that President Ken- 
hedy’s aid bill, which corrects all 
these errors, is being opposed by 
political pettiness. 


The justice noted we neglect 
the principles of our Declaration 
of Independence in racial discrim- 
ination. 

It was an eloquent, hard- 
pounding speech. 

Reading it, one wondered anew 
at our own dismaying paradoxes. 
At a time when Berlin has given 
us a chance to exploit our greatest 
asset—our principles and ideals— 
Mississippi still is convicting 
legitimate riders of buses who 
were seeking nondiscriminatory 
use of depot facilities. A few 
governors, senators, congress- 
men, lawyers, city governments, 
local leaders, still are resisting 
court orders ending discrimina- 
tion in education. 

Communism never yet liberated 
or freed a people. 

Shall waeontinue to so becloud 
our own principles that the Rus- 
sians can persuade millions that 
they offer the best choice in life?

The Soviet leader accused what 
he described as the West German 
militarists and their supporters 
of ‘‘openly proclaiming a course 
toward war against the Soviet 
Union.” 


Justifying the Soviet renewal of 
nuclear testing as a step to guard 
the security of his country, Khru- 
shchev said: 


“It was with a heavy heart and 
deep regret that the Soviet govern- 
ment took this step. But it is con- 
vinced that this serious measure 
will help to prevent a new world 
war.” 


MESSAGE TO SCIENTISTS 


Khrushchev’s declaration was 
contained in a message to the 
seventh Pugwash Conference of 
Scientists on Disarmament, Inter- 
national Security and Scientific 
Cooperation meeting at Stowe, 
Vermont. 


The message was published here 
as Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru of India appealed to Khru- 
shchev to take immediate action 
in concert with President John F. 
Kennedy to avert the danger of 
war. 


PRIVATE TALK 


The Indian statesman was un- 
derstood to have expressed his 
concern over deteriorating East- 
West relations in a private talk 
with Khrushchev in the Kremlin 
shortly after his arrival here 
from the Belgrade , conference of

6,100 Miles 
To Bullseye 


CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI)—An 
Air Force Titan missile capable 
of hurling a five-megaton nuclear 
warhead nearly halfway around 
the world hit a target 6,100 miles 
away in a military test flight 
Wednesday night. 


It marked the 28th success in 
38 tests of the 98-foot rocket, 
which roared from its launching 
pad at 8:30 p.m., climbed smooth- 
ly into a black sky and streaked 
under the direction of a delicate 
guidance system toward its 
watery target near St. Helanec 
Island, off the coast of Africa. 
The capsule was picked up in 
65 minutes. 


The Titan can carry a warhead 
capable of the destructive force 
of 5,000,000 pounds of TNT from 
any spot in the continental United 
States, to a target almost any- 
where in the world. 


This destructive force is com- 
pared with the estimated 20,000- 
pound TNT range reported for 
most of Russia’s current series of 
nuclear tests.

Widespread squalls of 40 to 50 
m.p.h. were reported throughout 
the northwestern Caribbean and 
Yucatan Channel area. 


Carla was expected to intensify 
gradually. 


The Weather Bureau anticipated 
no early marked change in direc- 
tion or rate of movement. 


Beyond the channel is the Gulf 
of Mexico, with plenty of sea- 
room for a rampaging hurricane. 
Bordering the Gulf on virtually 
every side is mainland—Mexico to 
the west and the Gulf States in 
a broad belt ranging around to 
the east where Florida’s penin- 
sula stabs toward Cuba. 


Forecasters say no _ individual 
tropical storm can be relied on 
to follow a course or pattern. 
Nevertheless Carla’s progress was 
carefully watched by residents of 
south Florida. Since 1944, six oth- 
er tropical storms, born in the 
Caribbean Sea near where Carla 
formed, have hooked into penin- 
sular Florida. Four were hurri- 
canes, and all caused wind or 
flood damage estimated in the 
millions. 

All Navy ships in Key West 
Harbor were ordered out to sea 
as a storm precaution, except for 
two midget submarines; which 
were to submerge in dock. The 
move-out order affected two de- 
stroyers, a destroyer escort, sev- 
en submarines, and two auxiliary 
craft.

elsewhere. 

The school board maintained 
the order by Federal Judge Irv- 
ing S. Kaufman was contrary to 
the city’s ‘‘neighborhood school” 
policy, but the decision was up- 
held by the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals.

To Disarm as We Arm 


As the United States prepares to re- 
sume nuclear weapons testing, it should 
not be overlooked that there is another 
imperative. That is the creation of a 
disarmament agency. One is being dis- 
cussed in Congress. 


There is no paradox here. We must 
keep up in the arms race. We must stop 
the arms race. We can never do the 
second unless we are doing the first. 

Today there are no experts on dis- 
armament. Without them, how can we 
prove our case? If Russia raises a phony 
argument (or has a false fear), we often 
are unable to prove instantly to the 
world (and to Russia, and to ourselves, 
for that matter) that that argument is 
phony. A disarmament agency would 
allow us to. 

Without experts we often make pro- 
posals ourselves that we later find are 
dangerous or not in the best interests 
of this country. A disarmament agency 
would keep us from such error. 

Russia’s decision to accelerate the 
arms race forces this nation to do two 
things. It must race. And it must search 
for a way to end the race. One is no 
more important than the other.

Georgia curriculum. President 0. C. Aderhold questions the ade- 
quacy of existing education to cope with communism. So do we. 

And we applaud two subjects which he stated as new require- 
ments—“‘courses which give an understanding of major ideol- 
ogies, including communism,’’ and courses that broaden college study 
of the world “beyond Western Europe.”’ 

For too long the academic keepers of untainted truth have been 
forced onto tiptoe or discouraged altogether from instructing boldly 
and freely on the nature of communism. The McCarthy era leit 
its poison of meteness or fear in the campus soils, as in other 
fields. We have expected a generation to be against communism 
without teaching it what that enemy ideology is. To fight it, we've 
got to know it, and this fact is coming to be realized even by the 
heads once buried deepest in the sand. 

+ - ‘ 


But communism cannot be taught by scattered scare lectures 
delivered by evangelists of doubtful qualification in a series of hit- 
and-run medicine shows. 

We've had enough of that. 

If the teaching of anticommunism is to be. fouled with misin- 
formation or tinctured to the coloration of any advantage-seeking 
wing of domestic politics, then America is going to be divided on 
an issue where no division can be tolerated. Such divisions have 
begun. They should be stopped. Anticommunism in America has to 
be a matter of common conviction, not a ping pong match between 
misinformed advocates batting little lumps of outrage to and fro. 

The person best equipped to teach is a teacher, the one best 
prepared to learn is a student, and the hall best guarded against un- 
truth is the college classroom. So let the instruction be taken into 
academic hands, where the chief integrity of learning resides, and 
let young minds see the world they must manage. As Dr. Ader- 
hold said: 

* *. * 


“This conference . . . represents an effort to point up our re- 

ility to see that our curriculum . . . comes from a view of 

the whole world rather than from a view limited as in the past largely 

to the Western world and Western civilization. The average college 

senior today . . . will need to know as much about Chinese and Hindu 
culture as about that of Greece and Rome.”’ 

And: “To be able to identify the efforts (of communism), both 
at home and abroad, should be a part of the intellectual and emo- 
tional equipment of every student who leaves our institutions.” 

The aim is good. Among reasons Dr. Aderhold gave for the 
University re-examination was this: “It is disturbing that some 
American citizens have been inveigled to accept the philosophy and 
techniques of communism."”’ We would feel a good deal better if 
he had added that some American citizens are also disturbed to 
see the transgressions on liberty and truth being made by inept 
vigilantes in the name of anticommunism. 

Freedom is an ideology that sickens under the poison of un- 
truth from any political quarter. The universities can restore the 
ideological climate to a common clarity by reclaiming, as Dr. Ader- 
hold proposes, their burden as keeper of the truth and toughener 
of free minds in this era of deceit, foreign and domestic.

A Snug Harbor we 


HYANNIS PORT, Mass.—In this summer 
political capital, everything is cool and in- & 
formal, including the President of the United es 
States. This Cape Cod village is obviously President Kennedy's 
home, a safe tribal harbor in a stormy world. His Republican neigh- 
bors are discreet and tolerant, half resentful and half proud. There 
is an air of opulent simplicity about the place, all expensively con- 
cealed, and in this setting he relaxes much more than in the clamor- 
ous bustle of Washington. 

It is now just three months 
since he met Nikita Khrushchev 
in Vienna. Since then the jovial 
evaporationist has been threaten- 
ing, every hour on the hour, to 
obliterate the human race, but 
Kennedy remains calm and even 
confident. 


‘He seems perplexed about 
Khrushchev rather than angry. 
What puzzles him is why he can- 
not get down to rational discus- 
sion with the Soviet leader about 
the factual situation in Berlin and 
central Europe. Kennedy’s ap- 
proach to the problem is highly 
pragmatic. He would like to dis- 
cuss in tangible terms Khru- 
shchev’s problems and explain to 
him his own problems and then 
see whether an honorable accom- 
modation is possible. But Khru- 
shchev did not approach the im- 
passe in this way in Vienna, and 
he has said nothing since then to 
persuade Kennedy that Moscow 
is ready for this kind of talk. 


Nothing could be further from 
the truth than Moscow’s repre- 
sentation of Kennedy as a reck- 
less and combative young man 
spoiling for a fight. 


The striking thing about him is 
that, after seven months of dis- 
appointing negotiations with the 
Russians, the allies, and the Con- 
gress, he is taking his frustra- 
tions with such equanimity. 

Behind this impersonal, almost 
detached approach, however, is a 
fairly simple yet severe analysis 
of the Berlin problem. This is that 
if the Soviets want to negotiate an 
honorable accommodation, he is 
ready to go along, even though he 
realizes that any new accommo- 
dation may be interpreted by his 
political opponents as something 
worse than now exists, and there- 
fore as appeasement. But if Khru- 
shchev and his wholly owned sub- 
sidiary in East Germany try to 
block the West’s access to Berlin 
then the risk of war will be taken. 

The main danger is that this 
calm Kennedy appraisal of his re- 
sponsibilities may be misjudged 
in Moscow. Official reports from 
there indicate that Khrushchev 
believes the United States would 
not resort to nuclear war unless 
American territory were attacked. 
The only trouble with this belief 
is that it just happens to be totally 
wrong.

Settlements reached as the re- 
sult: ef negotiations, entered into 
cooperatively by men of honor and 
good will, invariably reflect con- 
cessions from both sides. What 
will Khrushchev say now? That

areas? The Communists are hold- 
ing a pistol at the head of world ° 
peace, threatening to shoot unless “ 
the free world makes one more 
surrender, one more concession. 


How many times have you 
heard some renowned liberal say, 
‘Well, when we're talking at least 
we’re not fighting.”” Even this bit 
of sophistry is not completely ac- 
curate, because there is fighting 
going on in brush-fire wars all 
over the world. 

But why should the Communists . 
fight us if they can persuade us 
to surrender at the conference ta- 
ble? And what possible reliance 
can we put upon any new agree- | 
ment.in the light of past per- 
formance?

The Satisfaction of Gathering 
Building Materials Is F ading 


A friend of mine who is a sort of fledgling rock hound once sought to in- 
terest me in the hobby. I sampled it at Holly Creek, where the swift-moving 
water constantly mines new and endlessly different pebbles and stones. But I 


decided it was not for me. If you get really interested in rock collecting you find yourself walk- 
ing over the earth with your eyes cast down. And, weighing one thing against another. I decided 
that even if I found an Indian arrowhead, a fairy cross, or a ruby or amethyst I wouldn’t really 
be repaid for the time I had: lost from looking at the sky, the hills, the shape and the color of tree 


and flower. 

So I gave up rock hounding 
in the specialized look-out-for- 
treasure sense. 

But picking up rocks and haul- 
ing them for building purposes 
is good work. Rock must be the 
oldest building material and I 
think generations of women and 
children felt great satisfaction 
roaming the woods and fields 
collecting the stones that were 
to stand between them and the 
cold winter winds, encompass 
the fire that would warm and 


feed them and, in some coun- 
tries, enclose their stock and 
their gardens. The other day, 
we went out to the country to 
help some city-dwelling friends 
reclaim an old, neglected, long- 
unused well. Part of the job was 
the construction of a concrete 
ledge around the well to hold 
back the ground water. The 
boys and the men in the party 
bustled about with sand and ce- 
ment, mixing and stirring, while 
the women and girls were dis-

patched to haul rocks to sprin- 
kle in the gray dough like rai- 
sins or nuts in cookies. 

We went forth with our buck- 
ets like so many berry-pickers, 
foraging in the fields where the 
heat of the September sun 
pressed down on us and the 
rows of corn and watermelons 
with molten impartiality. Pick- 
ing up rocks in the fields, we 
assured ourselves, was real use- 
ful. The plowman would bless 
us. And for a time we crouched 
between the rows of corn, en- 
joying the clean washed look of 
the stones, marvelling to one 
another at the variety. How 
could it be that the same patch 
of earth would yield a chunk of 
gray, glittering with mica, a 
translucent, pearly white stone, 
and lovely bits of delicate pink 
rock, shot through with traces 
of silver? 

But a corn field in September 
can lose its charm pretty fast 
in the mid-day heat and it didn’t 
take us long to look for rock 
pickings on a pine-clad slope. 

The thick carpet of brown nee- 
dles blotted out all but the big- 
ger rocks but here and there 
where the earth washed we 
found a_ scattering of stones 
plentiful enough that we could 
.sit_cross-legged on the ground 
and fill our buckets. The plink 
of stone on bucket made a pret- 
ty sound, the wind soughed in 
the trees overhead and the sun 
brought out the sharp resinous 
fragrance of the pines. A dove 
whirred by making his peculiar 
wing music. In the distance, we 
heard rain crows calling up re- 
luctant afternoon showers. 

It was good work and as I 
saw the coping around the well 
grow firm and fat from our 
buckets of rocks, I knew a little 
tinge of regret that the satisfac- 
tion of gathering building ma- 
terials with our own hands is so 
seldom allowed us in these days 
of the pre-fab and the factory 
built.

PULITZER NOVEL TOSSED OUT 


Chatham Schools 
Put Banon4: Books

SAVANNAH—A “California organization” has fur- 
nished the Chatham County grand jury with a list of 
“10 objectionable books which should not be allowed on 
the shelves of school libraries,’ the chairman of the 
jury’s education committee said Wednesday. 


Four of the books were found weg 
Chatham school libraries Wednes- 
day and were “removed,”’ school 
Supt. D. L. McCormac said. 


McCormac said he now hopes to 
find out how “those books got 
there in the first place.” 


Donald Gray, chairman of the 
grand jury’s education committee 
and principal of Robert Groves 
High School,.said the list was fur- 
nished to the grand jury by “an 
organization in California.’’ He de- 
clined to name the organization. 


Gray said he had not read any of 
the removed books “except for 
some passages.” 


Gray said none of the books was 
included on the state’s ‘approved 
book””’ list. 

He said the books may have 
been “‘donated’’.te the libraries. 

Gray said the books were not re- 
moved because they were “‘sub- 
versive.”’ 

“They were considered objec- 
tionable,”’ he said. 

The removed books include 
“Laughing Boy’ by Oliver La- 
Farge, which won the Pulitzer 


Prize in 1930. It is a novel about a 
young Navaho Indian couple and 
their “conflicts with the white 
man’s civilization. 

The other three books are 
“Black Boy” by Richard Wright, 
the biography of a Negro boy who 
fled Mississippi; ‘The Walls 
Came Tumbling Down” by Henry 
Roosenberg, a novel about four 
Dutch soldiers held captive by the 
Germans in World War II, and 
“Color Blind’’ by Margaret Hal- 
sey, a non-fiction work about the 
relationship of white and Negro 
soldiers during World War II. 

McCormac said he had not read 
any of the books, ‘“‘only excerpts.”’ 
“Judging from these excerpts, I 
don’t think these books should be 
in school libraries,” he said. 

McCormac declined to say what 
the other six books on the list 
were. 

Miss Geraldene LeMay, director 
of the Savannah regional public 
library, said all the “banned 
books,” except “Laughing Boy,”’ 
are available at the public library. 

“‘We seem to have lost our copy 
of ‘‘Laughing Boy,” she said. ““We 


plan to order another copy soon.”

Gen. U. S. Grant 


Quits as Head 
Of Centennial 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Maj. 
Gen. U. S. Grant III has submit- 
ted his resignation as chairman 
of the Civil War Centennial Com- 


mission, the White House 
Wednesday. 


Grant, a retired Army general,

A parallel overture to Kennedy 
by the leaders of the 2 uncom- 
mitted nations who met in the 
Yugoslav capital is to be made 
by President Sukarno of Indo- 
nesia and President Keita of 
Mali.

Describing the present inter- 
national situation as _ serious, 
Khrushchev in his message to the 
Pugwash conference said: 


“The Soviet Union's foreign 
policy remains unchanged and we 
shall continue to exert every ef- 
fort to prevent a destructive nu- 
clear war.” 


Khrushchev warned however 
that there were forces who were 
making preparations for war 
against the Soviet Union because 
Moscow had proposed to conclude 
a German peace treaty that would 
terminate the Allied occupation 
of West Berlin. 


“COMBUSTIBLE MATERIAL” 


“Combustible material is ac- 
cumulating in the center of 
Europe and it can flare up at 
any moment into a new world 
war unless the forces of peace 
take resolute measures,” Khru- 
shchev asserted. He continued: 


“German revanchists and mili- 
tarists have openly embarked on 
the road of military preparations 
of building’ up a mass army 
equipped with the most modern 
weapons in order to plunge man- 
kind again into the vortex of a 
destructive world war.

Moscow's formal rejection of the 
British-American offer is expected 
by Saturday, when the deadline 
set by Kennedy and Macmillan 
for a swift reply expires. 


Izvestia jeered at the “hypo 
critical tears’ that it contended 
Washington had shed over the 
Soviet decision to resume testing 
in order to hide its own prepara- 
tions for underground explosions. 


At a Kremlin banquet Wednes- 
day night in honor of Nehru, 
Khrushchev said there still were 
“forces which cannot or do not 
want to understand that the use 
of force in relations between states 
must be discarded in our nw 
clear age.” : 

Urging an international confer- 
ence for the conclusion of a Ger- 
man peace treaty, Khrushchev 
said that Soviet proposals on Ber- 
lin and Germany “in no way

He said that Eisenhower exhib- 
ited ‘“‘fuzzy thinking’’ when he 
could not answer Russian Mar- 
shal Zhukov’s charge that com- 
munism was more idealistic than 
freedom because the Communist 
citizen was “required to perform 
services for his ideal—the state,” 
and was therefore fulfilling better 
his obligation to society. 


‘‘We free men have the obliga- 
tions of the Commandments, the

TUNIS—President Habid Bourguiba returned to Tunis Tuesday 
night from Belgrade in an unexpected 
President Charles M. de Gaulle of France, suggesting the possibility 
of a negotiated way out of the Bizerte impasse.

capital but broadcast after his 
arrival here, the Tunisian chief 
said: 


“It appears Gen. De Gaulle has 
finally recognized the principle 
of evacuation of Bizerte.

“After our conversations,” De 
Gaulle continued, ‘‘he spread him- 
self in friendly declarations about 
us. Then for reasons which prob- 
ably concern what goes on in the 
Arab universe, the Tunisian re- 
public changed its tone and ‘its 
song. There were menaces, de- 
mands and then the aggression.” 


De Gaulle also charged that 
Bourguiba had demanded Saharan 
frontier rectification ‘‘at the ex- 
pense of Algeria” because he cov- 
eted the oil deposits at Edgele 
near the Libyan boundary of Al- 
geria.

In 
fact, many suburbs have no 
sidewalks. She misses family 
hikes. 

The new family has used eat- 
ing out for learning the town, 
too. They have tried almost 
every Atlanta restaurant, order- 
ing native food. 


“Rich and Todd have learned 
to take the squash but not the 
black-eyed peas,” their mother 
reports. 


She likes the good seasoning 
of Southern food. 


Ironically, the McCabes must 
leave their new town soon for 
Mr. McCabe’s next construction 
job. They hope for a few 
months vacation in their perma- 
nent home in Lyndell, outside 
Philadelphia. : 


“‘We'll ‘spread the good word 
about the South,””’ Mrs. McCabe 
claims. And her ‘“‘bilingual’’ 
sons plan to keep their new 
drawl, no matter where their 
new home is.

Gen. Walker Broke 


Law, Senate Told |

W ASHINGTON—Gen. 


Edwin A. Walker, who was 


relieved of his European command earlier this year, vio- 


lated a criminal statute in 


attempting to influence the 


outcome of an election through political indoctrination of 
his troops, Secretary of Defense Robert S. McNamara 


said Wednesday. 


Gen. Walker also overstepped | 


noncriminal provisions of the 
Hatch Act and failed to comply 
with Army regulations, the sec- 
retary said. His penalty was an 
‘‘oral admonishment’’ by his su- 
perior officer and a change of 
command, 
NOT PRESSED 

The criminal charges were not 
pressed, McNamara said, because 
such a trial would have been 
“‘a most difficult and prolonged 
undertaking—unfavorable to the 
government, at least in part ”’ 


These statements were made 
during a full day’s testimony be- 
fore the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. The hearing was 
called in response to demands by 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, D-S.C., 
that a full-fledged investigation 
be held on his charges that high 
military officers have been 
‘“‘muzzled” by recent changes in 
Pentagon information policies. 


Wednesday’s session was to ex- 
plore the necessity for such an 
investigation, according to Chair- 
man Richard B. Russell, D-Ga. 
When the hearing recessed at 5 
p.m. no decision on this had been 
reached. Secretary McNamara 
will return Thursday. 


RIGHTIST CAUSE 


Gen. Walker’s case has become 
a cause celebre among right- 
wing groups across the country. 
They have charged he was pun- 
ished for being too harsh in his 
condemnation of communism. At 
the hearing Wednesday, the large 
marble caucus room in the Old 
Senate Office Building was packed 
with spectators. About 50 of them 
were women wearing various signs 
and emblems either identifying 
them with the John Birch Society 
or as backers of Sen. Thurmond’s 
investigation resolution. 


The controversial and outspoken 
general was removed from his 
command of the 24th Infantry Di- 
vision in Germany on April 17. 


The charges against him had 
first been publicly aired by the 
Overseas Weekly, a private news- 
paper circulated among military 
personnel. The newspaper charged 
that he was advocating doctrines 
to the men under his command 
resembling those of the military 
right-wing Birch Society. It 
charged that he had picked out 
former president Harry S. Tru- 
man, U.N. Ambgssador Adlai E. 
Stevenson, Mrs.\ Eleanor Roose- 
velt, and others @pr sharp criti- 
cism as being sympathetic toward 
communism. 
30-DAY PROBE 

A summary of the investigative 
report on Walker was declassified 
and made public by Secretary 
McNamara while he was reading 
from it on the stand Wednesday. 
It was prepared by Lieut. Gen. 
Frederick J. Brown, comnfanding 
general of the Fifth Army Corps 
and acting inspector general of 
the Army. The full report, over 
900 pages, covered an investiga- 
tive period of 30 days during 
April and May. 

The two principal allegations, 
both substantiated by the findings 
were: 

1. That Gen. Walker, in his in- 


doctrination efforts, failed to com- 
ply with Army regulations, ‘‘by

making speeches containing re- 
marks that were inflammatory 
and derogatory to past public of- 
ficials; quoting and recommend- 
ing material which was in varying 
degree non-factual, biased and in- 
flammatory in character, and ar- 
ranging for speakers who gave 
inflammatory speeches’; 


2. That, acting in his official 
capacity, he attempted to influ- 
ence the men under his command, 
and their dependents, ‘‘in their se- 
lection of senatorial and congres- 
sional candidates by recommend- 
ing the use of voting material not 
obtained through military 
sources.” 


VOTING RECORDS 


A footnote to the report indi- 
cates that among. the materials 
Walker recommended was a com- 
pilation of voting records pre- 
pared by the Americans for 
constitutional action, an_ ultra- 
conservative political organiza- 
tion, and “The Life of John 
Birch,” a biography. 

In his’ prepared statement 
Wednesday, McNamara said: 


‘‘As secretary of defense it is 
my policy that the members of 
the military establishment be in- 
doctrinated in the role they are 
playing in the battle against 
communism. 


“There is one element in this 
program which I consider of 
vital importance. It is that we 
protect the integrity of our mili- 
tary program by abstaining 
meticulously from partisan poli- 
tics in any form and from at- 
tempting to make national policy. 


‘The military establishment is 
an instrument—not a shaper—of 
national policy. Its members—as 
free Americans—are entitled to 
their views on the issues of the 
day, and they have every right to 
try to make their views effective 
through the ballot. They do not 
have the right, however, to use 
the military establishment to ad- 
vance partisan concepts or to 
alter the decisions of the elected 
representatives of the people.” 


Katangan Throngs 
Stone U.N. Troops

ELISABETHVILLE — Angry mobs stoned U.N. 
troops and property Wednesday as tension in this city 


between U.N. troops and Katan- 
gese—either civilians or troops— 
may take place. 


The U.N. moved its headquart- 
ers from an office in the center 
of town to the fringe of the city, 
for security reasons. In addition 
the U.S. consulate, which had 
been stoned during Tuesday's 
demonstrations, asked for and re- 
ceived 24-hour police protection. 
Sixteen windows were broken in 
the consulate Tuesday. 


But the demonstrations and the 
tension is not anti-American: it is 
clearly anti-U.N. and has at times 
the support of some of the white 
E..-opeans here. When some of 
the youths stoned U.N. jeeps Wed- 
nesday, they were applauded by 
white adults—mostly Belgians. 


As the tension Increased, U.N. 
cars have been stoned by mobs 
of Katangese and the United Na- 
tions has increased both its se- 
curity and its weapon power at 
several key points; young Katan- 
gese are marching through the 
town attacking the United Na- 
tions in rhythmic chanting and 
have been stopped only by Ka- 
tanga police, who have fired into 
the air. The head of the U.N. mis- 
sion here has asked President 
Moise Tshombe of Katanga to end 
this “hate campaign” of propa- 
ganda, which. the U.N. head at- 
tributed to the minister of infor- 
mation. 


The Katanga National Assembly 
voted President Tshombe today a 
unanimous vote of confidence. 
Tshombe had asked the assembly 
bluntly whether it wanted him to 
continue Katanga’s secession from 
the rest of The Congo, or whether 
he should go to Leopoldville and 
turn himself and Katanga over to 
the government there.

The slap of rugged contact, the call of signals, the numerous 
grunts and the occasional groan that you might have heard issu- 
ing from McCoy Field these nights are all too familiar now that 
football season’s here. 


But these sounds come from an unusual group of gridders—guys 
who hold down jobs during the day and do their head-knocking 
after working hours.

Atlantans Pool Resources 
For Cool Freezing

Traditional quilting bees and 
sewing bees have nothing on the 
freezing bee that two Atlanta 
housewives are enjoying. 


Pooling resources, time and 
energy is the quickest and easi- 
est way to fill that freezer with 
all the delightful foods that 
make the freezer such an en- 
joyment during those long 
dreary winter days. 


A few days ago, two ambi- 
tious young housewives viewed 
their recipes and freezing infor- 
mation together. A iittle later, 
Mrs. Charles Harrison of 2115 
Howell Mill Rd., NW, (known 
to all her friends as Betty) 
drove over to Mrs. John R. 
Maddox’s home at 1986 Brook- 


view Dr., NW. And in a few 


hours they turned out 14 lusci- 
ous apple pies, all wrapped to 
be frozen and later baked. 

Betty and Bettye Maddox 
prefer aluminum foil for wrap- 
ping the luscious pies, rolls and 
many other food products. They 
have discovered an aluminum 
pan at an Atlanta department 

Store which is perfect for the 
apple pie. 

“We really don’t have an ex- 
act recipe,” laughs Betty Har- 
rison. ‘‘For instance, I have no 
idea how many apples go into 
each pie.”’ 

FROZEN APPLE PIES 

Apples 

2 cup sugar 

Cinnamon 

1 stick butter 
14 cup brown sugar 
1 cup flour 


Peel and slice up enough ap- 
ples to fill an aluminum foil 
pan. Sprinkle with % cup sugar 
and cinnamon to taste. Cream 
butter with brown sugar and 
work in flour. Pat out or place 
the dough between two sheets 
of wax paper and roll out. Cov- 
er top of pie with dough and 
wrap pan with sheet of foil. 
When removing pie from freez- 
er, leave foil on top. Start in 
cold oven and turn oven to 350 
degrees and bake for 114 hours. 

“It may take a little longer 
or it may not,” explained Bet- 
tye. “You ean determine the 
doneness by the crunchy top.” 

“Or,” added Betty Harrison, 
stick a fork into the apples and 
see if they're tender.” 

The recipe came from Flor- 
ida. “My mother-in-law gave 
it te me,” said Betty Harrison, 
“and my husband especially en- 
joys this dessert with a dollop 
of whipped cream or a scoop 
of ice cream.” 

The two housewives have dis- 


ing 
the oven and frozen. “But rolls 


should not be sealed for 6 to 8 


hours after baking,’ contends 
Betty. “If they are sealed while 
hot they sweat and the texture 
is affected.” 


Both of the young mothers 
prefer foil for wrapping the 


rolis. “Then there is no need 
for a baking pan,” confides 
Bettye Maddox. “I let them 


thaw before baking, brush but- 
ter across the top and place in 
the oven for the browning proc- 
ess,”” she added. She prefers a 
temperature of 450 degrees fo 
baking rolls. 3 


BETTY’S YEAST ROLLS 
1 cup shortening 
1 tbsp. salt 
4 cup sugar 
2 cups boiling water 


Combine shortening, salt and 
sugar with boiling water in 
mixing bowl. Mix with a mixer 
and cool to room temperature. 
Place 2 packages yeast in % 
cup tepid water and dissolve 
for 5 minutes. Add to liquid 
mixture. Add 2 eggs to yeast 
mixture and add 5 cups flour 
and mix in mixer. Add last 2 
cups by hand. Brush top of 
dough with _ poly-unsaturated 
pure vegetable oil and place in 
refrigerator. Let rise, punch 
down and make into rolls. Let 
rise and bake until ready to 
brown (about 5 to 8 minutes). 
Remove from oven and let cool 
before wrapping for freezer. 


“IT don’t have special equip- 
ment for blanching and so 
forth,” explained Bettye, “‘so I 
blanch the vegetables in a large 
pan, pour off the hot water and 
pour on cold water, adding ice 
to the water. This water is 
poured off,”” she continued, ‘‘and 
the vegetables are patted dry 
on paper toweling before they 
go into the plastic bags.” 


When Bettye prepares okra 
for frying in her freezer, she 
slices the vegetable in cross 
slices and rolls in white corn 
meal. When she’s ready to 
cook, there is little work to da. 


“Some friends that I know,” 
said Betty Harrison, ‘“‘like to 
fry their okra and then freeze. 
They feel that it saves time, 
energy and a lot of work that 
comes with preparation.” 


“Not too long ago, Bettye’s 
son, John, -unplugged the freez- 
er,’ recalls Betty, and it went 
unnoticed 32 hours. Most of the 
vegetables were cooked and con- 
sumed but the chicken. was 


_thrown out,” she continued. 


Both contend that wrapping 
and sealing is the most impor- 
tant thing about freezing.

To blanch, use enough water 
to cover vegetables completely 
and blanch no more than 2 
pounds of vegetables at one 
time. Immerse in briskly boil- 
ing water and start counting 
blanching time when water re- 
turns to a_ boil. 


Lift vegetables from boiling 
water and put at once into a 
pan containing ice and water. 
Chill only until vegetables are 
cool to the center (break one 
and test for chilling). 


Remove from water, drain 
and package. Freeze at once. 


If you’re packaging irregular- 
ly shaped products, put into 
a freezer bag, plunge the bag 
quickly into a deep pan of cold 
water, keeping top of bag well 
surface of water. Twist top, 
fasten and freeze.

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“Mother is always receiving 
compliments on the Okra and 
Dill Pickles,” said Mrs. Charles 
Harrison, “‘but my favorite is 
the Okra because of it’s brittle- 
ness.”’

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Most cooked foods can be frozen, but some do not 
justify the amount of preparation required. Cooked 
rice is an example. 


It freezes satisfactorily, and you can defrost and 
heat it just by steaming, but in most cases this would 
be more trouble than simply cooking the rice at meal- 
time. 

Frozen foods serve you best when they require 
a minimum of time and effort to prepare them for the 
table. 


As with any freezing project, you should start 
with quality materials to insure a quality product. But 


Does Freezing Justify Amount of Preparation? 


the ingredients you use may come from your freezer, 
and then be re-frozen in a cooked dish. 


For example, you may thaw and cook frozen 
chicken and frozen. vegetables, then re-freeze the left- 
over meat and vegetables made into a chicken pie. 


Creamed dishes, sauces and gravies made with 
flour have a tendency to separate when they thaw. 


If foods are to be heated before serving, be care- 
ful not to precook them too long. If just slightly under- 
done before freezing, they should reheat to be just 
right. Remember, too, to chill hot foods rapidly and 
completely before packaging and freezing. 
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you really should give this 
derful pickle recipe a try. It’ 
so easy but requires 8 weeks 
storage to create a uniform 
flavor and color. 


OKRA PICKLES 
5 lb. okra 
8 cups vinegar 
1 cup water 
%4 cups salt 


Combine above ingredients 
and boil gently. Pack okra in 
pint jars and place 1 clove 
garlic and 1 red pepper on top. 
Pour hot sirup over okra and 
seal. Leave for 8 feeks. 


“During the war,” says Mrs. 
Ponder, “‘when foods were ra- 
tioned, I canned a great deal 
of food. But, I no longer pre- 
fer to can in great quantities.” 


Although these two recipes 
are among her favorites, she 
does continue to freeze some of 
the vegetables from her garden. 
“We freeze beef and pork and 
vegetables,” she added. 

While some like to combine 
and freeze foods, Mrs. Ponder 
prefers freezing foods separate- 
ly. Then, if she wants a soup, 
she merely combines frozen to- 
matoes and okra and continues 
with the soup.
